The Gre»t Klot of 1854, in Which the 


Student* \Vere Attacked t>T » Crowd of 
Town Bojs—Cannon Brought Out, but 
Dlmbled by the Police Officers. 


On Thursday evening, March 18, 1854, 


a party of Yale college students visited 
Hoinan'B atheneum, at the corner 01 
Chapel and Church steeets. While there 
they became involved in an altercation 
with some men of the town. After the 
performance the students were assaulted 
ova larsre number of the town boys 
aid roughly handled. The following 
evening, March 17, about fifty of the 
students went to the same theatre in a 
body. During the performance no di&- 
culty occurred, but outside about 1,500 
town boys had assembled. A note was 
passed around among the students ac- 
quainting them with the situation. A 
False alarm of firo was raised outside, 
which served to augment the number ot 
the rioters. When the performance was 
nts remained in the theatre.

Presently they formed in line, two by 
two, and, proceeding to the door, were 
met met by Maj. Bissell. He told them 
to proceed quietly to the college.

students in line crossed over to the south 
side of Chapel street and proceeded 
toward the college. The mob followed. 
When Trinity church was reached a 
voUey of stones and brickbats were 
hurled by the mob. Several of the 
students were struck and knocked in- 
sensible. 


A MOB OF OVER OIW. 


Proceeding a short distance farther 


the college men received a second volley. 
Directly after this a portion of the mob, 
which had hitherto occupied the street, 
made a rush for the sidewalk. Immedi- 
ately four or five pistol shots were 
heard, fired, it was afterward asserted, 
by the students. Within two minutes 
of this time a cry arose that a man had 
been shot. Maj. Bissell observed a man 
near him fall to the ground. He raised 
the body from the ground with tho as- 
sistance of the bystanders. . Upon exam- 
ination at the police station, where it 
was taken, the body proved to be that of 
Patrick O'Neil. He had received two 
stabs from a large dirk knife, and lived 
but a few moments after the wounds had 
been inflicted upon him. He was one of 
the ringleaders of the mob upon both 
Thursday and Friday evenings. 


When the mob learned of his death it 


became frenzied. About 500 or 600 men 
rushed for the arsenal, broke into it and 
dragged out two cannon. They loaded 
thereto the muzzle with powder, stones 
and brickbats and dragged them to the 
city green. 
Another portion of the 


rioters broke into the churches and rang 
a general alarm of firo, which brought 
toinense numbers of the people to the 
scene. While at the corner of Chapel 
and Church streets Maj. Bissell mounted 
an ordnance carriage and addressed tne 
mob, ordering it to%ispe«e. Tho rioters 
replied that they respected the chief of 
Dolice, but must have blood for blood. 
£ai. Bissell remained on the gun as tho 
mob dragged it toward the college. While 


the college campus was reached bom 
cannon had been spiked by the police 
under the leadership of Maj. Bissell, 
without the crowd being aware of it. 
The police, during the transaction of 
these events, had 
surrounded 
the 


churches and prevented the further rmg- 
ine of bells. 


THE MAYOR KESTOEES ORCEK. 


At 1-30 o'clock on Saturday morning 


the cannon were brought into position 
and trained to bear on South college, 
where the students had intrenched them- 
selves 
When it was discovered that the 


guns wera useless an attack was made 
upon tho building with paving stories 
and brickbats, The structure was bauly 
damaged. The students lay low and 
nSenoresponse. Cries of "Bring out 
the murderer!" resounded in every direc- 
tion. At this juncture the mayor of the 
City arrived and addressed the infuriated 
cro-vd. He pleaded long and earnestly 
for the cause of order, and promised that 
the city authorities would immediately 
take the matter in hand and bring the 
perpetrator or perpetrators of tho crime 
to-justice. His words proved eftective, 
and the crowd began slowly and sullenly 
to disperse. By 8 o'clock Maj. Bissell 
was able to convey the cannon to tho 
jail, and by 4 o'clock the city was quiet.

Moore cave Price a gold brick and a 
piece of gold quartz that he had taken 
out of a mine with his own hands, and 
told him to work tho metal in. Price made 
an eight inch bowie, having a gold Imndle 
inlaid with quarts. Moore paid $175for 
the weapon, and handed back to Price 
tho cold that was left over. 


Moore's Lawyer, McCabe, got a gold 


mounted knife for $100, and these two 
expensive weapons playedi a leading part 
in a bloody tragedy in White Pine, Nev. 
Moore had a mine there, and, as was 
usual in those days, somebody toed to 
lump tho claim. Moore and McCabe 
were caught in the tunnel by a band of 
fighters hired by the other claimants, 
aSd cut their way out with their bowio 
knives. Several men were killed In the 
fight, and as most of tho dead had only 
knife wounds, it is supposed that Moore 
and his lawyer did some game and lively 


W°\ little gambler named Barney Kenny 
used a six and a half inch bowie of 
Price's rnako with deadly effect about 
eighteen years ago. He was plaving 
prTker with three other sports in a 
saloon in Portland, Ore. Somebody was 
caught cheating, and Barney grabbed 
the pot- Instantly the three confeder- 
ates pulled their pistols and blazed away 
at Barnev, who drew his knife and 
traded in'desperately. After a brief tat 
furious combat, in which fifteen shots 
were fired, Barney walked out of tho 
room, leaving the others on the floor. 
One was dead, a second mortally 
wounded, and the third cut so badly 
tbat he had to bo ill a hospital lor 
months.

CRYSTALLIZATION OF FRUITS. 


The Method M Explained to California 


Board of Horticulture. 


The process of preserving fruits in a 


crystallized or glared form is attracting 
considerable attention at the present time. 
This process, though comparatively new 
in California, has been extensively ope- 
rated in Southwestern France for years, 
the United States having been heavy uu- 
porters, paying fancy prices for the pro- 
duct 
The process is quite simple. 
Ine 


theory is to extract the juice from the 
fruit and replace it with sugar syrup, 
•which, upon hardening,-preserves the 
frnit from decay and at the same time 
retains the natural shape of the fruit. 
All kinds of fruit are capable of being 
preserved under this process. 
Though 


the method is very simple, there is a ceis 
tain skill required that i=*)uly acquired 
by practice. The several -nccessive steps 
in the process are about as follows: First, 
the same care in selecting and grading 
the fruit should be taken as for canning; 
that is, the fruit should be all of one size 
and as near the same ripeness as possible. 
The exact degree of ripeness is of great 
importaiJce, which ia at that stage when 
fruit is best for canning. Peaches, pears, 
etc , arc pared and cut in halves as for 
cannin"; plums, cherries, etc., are pitted. 


The fruit having thus been carefully 


prepared is then put in a basket or bucket 
with a perforated bottom and immersed 
in boiling water. The object of this is to 
dilute and extract the juice of the fruit. 
The length of time the fruit is immersed 
is the most important part of the process. 
If left too long it is overcooked and be- 
comes soft; if not immersed long enough, 
the juice is not sufficiently extracted, 
which prevents a perfect absorption of 
the sugar. After the fruit has been thus 
scalded and allowed to cool, it can again 
bo assorted as to softness. The next step 
is the sirup, which is made of white 
sugar and water. The softer the fruit, 
the heavier the sirup required. Ordinar- 
ily about 70 degs. Balling's saccharometer 
is about the proper weight for the sirup. 
The fruit is then placed in earthen pans 
and covered with sirup, where it is left to 
remain about a week. The sugar enters 
the fruit and displaces what juice re- 
mained after the scalding process. 


The frnit now requires careful watch- 


hag as fermentation will soon take place, 
and when this has reached a certain stage 
the fruit and sirup is heated to a boiling 
degree, which checks the fermentation. 
This heating process thould be repeated 
as often as necessary for about six weeks. 
The fruit is then taken out of the sirup 
and washed in clean water, and is then 
ready to be either glaced or crystallized, 
as the operator may wish. If glaced, the 
fruit is dipped in thick sugar sirup and 
left to harden quickly in open air. If it 
is to be crystallized, dip in the same kind 
of simp, but is made to cool and harden 
slowly, thus causing the sugar which 
covers the fruit to crystallize. The fruit 
is now ready for boxing and shipping.
